Ttie Corn Drop. 


The reports of county olerka aa receiv- 


ed at Springfleld by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Agriculture show that the acre- 
age of corn In Maoon county for 1834, as 
returned by assessors, was 124,176; aver- 
age yield per acre, 38 bushels; total yield, 
4,718,688 bushels'. In DeWitt county, 
acreage 79,813; average, 80; total yield, 
2,394,390. Iu McLean county, aorenge 
237,439; average 29; total yield, 6,885,441. 
In Logan, acreage 102,177; average, 16; 
total yield, 4,054,425. In Piatt, acreage 
G0.70G; average, 20; total yield, 1,821,180. 
The avoraga yield for the state ia 33 bush- 
els per acre, which exceeds the yield per 
acre of any year since 1872, except 1675 
and 1879. The aggregate corn crop of 
the state for 1884 is 207,556,662 busbcla, 
and exceeds the crops of the three pre- 
ceding years by, 20,000,000 to 30,000,000. 
The average price of a bushel of corn in 
first hands ia reported to be 29 cents. 
Corn has not ruled as low in this state 
since 1860, except in 1861,1862,1872,1877 
and 1878. The farmers at the present 
prioe wilt relalize but 850,300,153 for the 
late crop. This ia the smallest return to 
the producer of auy corn crop grown in 
the state during the last twenty years ex- 
cept the crops of 1868,1872,1873 and 1878.

The Nicaragnan treaty i§ pub- 


lished in fall, and the public will be 
now enabled to obtain a fair idea, 
not only of what it proposes shall be 
gained by the United States, but 
what the acquisition will cost. The 
document provides: 


1. The United States shall build a 


canal across the Isthmus of Nicara- 
gua, the canal to be under the joint 
ownership of the United States and 
Nicaragua. 


2. Perpetual alliance between the 


two countries, the United States 
guaranteeing the integrity of Nicar- 
agua's territory. 


3. Nicaragua grants to the United 


States right of way, by land and 
water, for the canal, for railroad and 
for telegraph lines, the United States 
to indemnify private owners if their 
property is taken. 


4. A strip of land two and a half 


miles wide along the line of the 
canal is to be jointly owned by the 
two countries, Nicaragua to have 
civil jurisdiction over it. 


B. The canal tolls are to go two- 


thirds to the United States and one- 
third to Nicaragua 


6- The United States to loan Nic- 


aragua $4,000,000, to be paid in fre- 
quent install meats. The loan is to 
be repaid from Nicaragua's share of 
the canal tolls. 


These are the most important pro- 


visions. The details are numerous 
and are for the purpose of facilita- 
ting the work of construction, and 
relate to the management of the ca- 
nal after its completion. Nicaragua 
is prohibited from levying any cus- 
tom-house duties on passengers, ves- 
sels or cargoes passing through the 
canal, but that nation may enforce a 
police system along its course. The 
United States is to have exclusive 
control of the work of construction, 
but contracts may be enforced and 
the work shall be protected under 
the laws of Nicaragua. Nicaragua 
agrees to extinguish in due form 
such rights as may have been ac- 
quired by any other natipn under 
any previous treaty, which will in- 
clude the abrogation of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. 


Such are in general terms the 


most important provisions of this 
document It appears to be received 
with general favor. 
Perhaps the 


objections to the policy for which it 
provides on the part of the United 
States ere not of such weight as to 
conterbalance its evident advantages. 
The canal would probably costflOO,- 
000,000. 
The United States has 


not been remarkably successful as a 
partner in similar works in the past, 
but perhaps the gain would be 
greater than the loss, if it should 
sink the entire amount without ox 
pectation of a return.

The Situation at the capital. 


A prominent business man and shipper 


at Springfield is represented by tbe Jour- 
nal as Baying that he considered the max- 
imum freight rates established uuder the 
present law more of a detriment than a 
benefit to tbe shipper. He said before 
the law wag put into effect, hi» firm paid 
only a 25 to 40 cent rate, while now they 
have to pa; 61 cents on first-clan freight 
Henoe he considers the present law baa 
worked against tbe shippers. "It makes," 
be laid, "a uniform rate instead of allow- 
ing the towns, having extra facilities to 
derive any benefit." It is also represented 
that the Springfield merchants expect to 
break the freight pool by forming a com- 
lunation in favor of one road, or, by giv- 
ing to this road all tbe carrying to and 
from Springfield, make tbe inducement 
BO great that the company will withdraw 
from the pool. It ia also stated that cue 
of the roads in the pool is understood to 
be ready to enter into such an arrange- 
ment, and unless the desired concessions 
are made by the pool this course will be 
pursued.

SANTA BAuBARA- 


The Glories of a Southern Califor- 
nia Winter. 


Far the HEPUBLION. 


My recollections of a northern "winter were 


a little indistinct, owing to many successive 
seasons spent In southern nlimates, but the 
Iree/lng realities of December In Illinois were 
vividly Drought to my mind this afternoon 
while up the mounta'na. 


Having made tbe acquaintance of a young 


tourist recently from Chicago, (by tendering 
htm the use of my field glasses, he too having 
climbed the height for the grand v>cw)he con- 
trasted California and Illinois, bblverlngly 
he drew his coat up to bis chin, stamped his 
feet, blew warm breath upon Imaginary be- 
numbed palms, as he talked of deep anows, 
too, fleet and kten cutting wintry blasts. But 
my new acquaintance grew recklessly enthu- 
siastic under the Influence of the fading sun- 
light of a California <lny, lending his glasses 
to take in the scene around and below us. 


The history of Santa Barbara Is urn ventf ul. 


No fierce war was ever waged for Us posses- 
sion; but the Spanish lathers quietly estab- 
lished themselves in the valley and built the 
mission that still stands overlook ag tbe little 
town. This e\ent occurred In 1781 Piqvious 
to that date tbe region uns peopled ouly with 
Indians. The early futhois nero temporulns 
well ss spiritual ru!e:s, uudor whom the Indi- 
ans that remained WPIO forced to till the fields 
and labor on the mission. For years the val- 
ley was under their control and the people of 
the town made cimlful pilgrimages to the 
church. The valley was a bit of Spain, Relf- 
satlslled nnd quaint, iho home of poteiful 
men, content to sit all day before thetrvlne- 
olad doors, gating at the quiet sea, the \au- 
oolorod mountain and the lerille valley. 


A now Santa Barbara has outgrown the old, 


and modern houses are fast driving- out the 
old ones; but the surroundings of the place 
are all tbe same, find the oak-clad bills still 
stand In all their glory. Even in theau active 
tlinoH, when the ceaseless eneigy of man Is 
rubbing valleye of their former quiet, and 
supplanting adobe villages by busy towns, 
Santa Barbara e>>ems to have escaped the gen- 
eral reformation and retained i!s old time 
ppBcefulcees 
Wlih DO railroad connection 


with the outside world and no desire for it, 
thn town lies snugly nestled In a sun-lit valley 
that opens upon a land-locked nay, whore the 
waters are proverbially calm North and south 
behind ihe village rim tho Sanla Ynea mnun- 
lains, their foot hills cro»ded by oaks, and 
tho main range penetrated by narrow canons 
leading to ruggid heights of solid rook. Fac- 
ing the channel extending to tho open sea, are 
other h Us low and rounded, hnlf shelteiioir 
the valley on" the south and merging at last 
Into a stretch of yellow beach that runs In 
a graceful curve for miles to Carpenterla and 
blue-hufdPlnoonpeak. Wlihin the peaceful 
valley, forever green and fresh lies tbe sleepy 
oth , with Us one main street reaching up tho 
narrow valley from the waters of the bay 10 
where the mi»alon stands. Thoiegi D la rest- 
ful to look at or to live in- guarded by moun- 
tain, isolated from activity, blepsed with a 
genial climate, the home of an eternal eummur 
No wonder the early fathers loved tbe spot as 
th.it befoie their time It was a favorite place 
of thn now-forgotten Tndlan. 


And the contentment of early dajs Ftlll lin- 


gers about the town though 1ho mission has 
loft its power and Americans have si-ttled 
around it. Spanish homes given plnce to mod 
orn onos, peopled by another race, the populB 
tlon being about four tbousan . Tiie plBce 
enjoys ihe distinction of being a tasbiotmole 
winter resort, and yet it retains its ancient 
ease and li^tlesa Inactivity. No noise of man- 
ufacturing establishments breaks tho ever- 
present quiet, no harsh wnisileof an engine 
ever revurbotates lioin tho mountain side. At 
short intervals of Ime ai-tMiinerfiom ibeout- 
er world enters the bay, and there is a daily 
stage ooaih connecting with thi t-outhern Pa 
cilia H. II at Newhitll, elffhty uillea away, n t 
nut even tbe arrival of either steamer or stage 
affects the general seicnliy of the people, or 
disturbs the tv-en to ior of the town 
Dur ng 


the winter Santa Bniuura's "Arlington1 Is 
overrun with guests gHtbcrjd from iho wot Id's 
eLds, and tho drives, tbo beach, tbe canons 
and the picturesque nooks sue slrnnire faces. 


Entering Snnluearuara by wat of the sea, 


or coming Into the valley from over the moun- 
tains, the mission is the most conspicuous ob- 
ject about the town. 
Sot upon elevated 


ground and command i g a view of extended 
surroundings, it la one of tbe moat attractive 
as well us the best preserved of the churches 
built by tho Spatiiah lathers. Built mainly of 
adobes, it la flunked by rowers or aione and 
roofed wi h tiling. Services are silll held in 
the church and fete days ate scrupulous y ob- 
terved The latnera dread in course robea. 
glrdtd at the wain by a stout cord, and wear 
htmdala. Obliterate the houses of Santp Bar- 
bara and leave but the mission standing, anil 
one would bn transported back a ceulu y. 
Seen from a distance the church la snowy 
white, clear cut and majo^tlc against Sauia 
Ynos. Life Is not a burden here, nor Is it a 
hilarious pleasure, Thiro la a neutrality about 
the place. One living in it nevor feels Inclined 
to be boisterous, nor Is entirely euhdued. Tho 
region calms tho excited. Invigorates ihe dej 
pressed, and yet In time the strong and weak* 
ibe nervous and placid, lose both their posi- 
tive and negative qualities and bpoo i e iui- 
buid with tbe general con ten led ness so char- 
acteristic of ihe town its, if. Nature iron 
knows but little change fnim mouth to month 
Novemti r merges Into May and roses nuver 
fail to bloom. Tb.uwln.tei of December IB the 
Hummer of JUDO, and tho summer ot Jun- Is 
the, winter of December. It is only by polite 
tlolion to grant Santa Barbara ba* any seasons 
ut nil.

' lating to pooling, rebates, etc., are 


embraced in the general subject of 
unjust discrimination, and could be 
dealt with by the commissioners tin- 
der the provisions of the bill. '

Christmas Day on Sunday. 


How often does Christmas fall on 


Sunday ? A pretty question of men 
tal aiithmetic, and which few are 
able to answer correctly off hand 
Some will answer boldly every seven 
yearp, because there are seven days 
in the week, and the 25th day o: 
December comes one day later in 
the week every year. 
Others wil' 


remem'ber that leap year is a disturb 
ing element in the calculation, anc 
will say the answer is every six years 
deducting one for the effect of leap 
year. 
A smaller number of persons 


ll remember that as leap year oc 


curs every four years, it must some 
times oeeur twice before the seven 
days of the week are passed over 
Fewer still bear in mind that leap 
year must sometimes make Christ 
mas jump over Sunday. 
Those who 


thick it out will find that the even 
occurs in B series of 11, 6, 5, and f 
years, and that this series is regular 
ly repeated. 
In other words the 


years on which Christmas falls on 
Sunday will be 1870 plus 31, plus 0 
pins 5, plus 6—that is in 1881,1887 
1892, 1898; then pins 11, etc., a 
before. 
So in reality it occurs fon 


times in twenty-eight; years, or on an 
average, once in seven years.

THE death of Louis Kossutb, the 


Hungarian patriot, ends a remarka- 
ble and eventful life. 
He was born 


of o noble family, and while yet 
young was elected to the National 
Diet at Presburg. He was prosecut- 
ed for the publication of «the parlia- 
mentary debates, and was sentenced 
to four years' imprisonment, but was 
soon liberated under an act of am- 
nesty. 
He acquired great influence 


with the Hungarians and was suc- 
cessively its Minister of Finance and 
Governor, daring which time he in- 
augurated many important reforms. 
The insurrection of 1843-49 had 
him for its leading spirit, and when 
it was suppressed with the aid of the 
Russian army, he managed to escape 
to Turkey. He traveled in other 
countries and finally took up his 
residence in Italy, where he died. 
He was a remarkable man and one 
of the most powerful orators of mod- 
ern times.
